Program Of Nazis 
Outlined In Lecture 



Claiming that Germany has em- 
barlced on a program that iwill lead 
hfrtoaplace among the foremost pow- 
ers or else will plunge Europe into an- 
other war. Dr. Max M. McOd^um,,* 
graduate of Edinbui-gh and/McGill, 
•digressed , the Lions Club yesterday 
nobn. Tri\imph or tragedy would mark 
her efforts for geographical, political 
and economic expansion, he said. 

Willi the .signing of the Vcrsalllcp 
Treaty, dcinaeracy and socialism were 
brought into disfavour in Germany. 
She then turned, to Nazism or National 
BociaUsm as ic wa.s conceived by 
Adolpli Hitler in Bavaria hi 1919. It5 
chief aim was to walU and bring :o- 
|cther all the German people, wher- 
ever they resided. • This strong na- 
tionalistic tendency is more chai'.ac- 
terlstic of tlic new party than either 
Fascism or Soc:nlism, toward which it 
does bear certain resemblances. 

The Nazis, believe that definite Ideas 
govern desthiy. The Almighty has or- 
dained that certain peoples of good 
blood, which includes all Aryans, shall 
rule, the world and that iiiîerlor na- 
tions must give way. As early as 1921 
they fonncd a definite program, a 
part of which lia.s already been' ful- 
filled. The abolition of reparations and 
the-re-instatenicnt of Germany as an 
armed na,ti6n were conceived at that 
Ume. Sixty - five ' million virulent 
people such as the Germans could not 
i;2 held in check by the restrictive 
^•eaty. Hie. proof of this view lies in

It's second duty, if one may. call 
it that, is to act as a fonm for 
the discussion of ideas whereby 
the public may gain some^ gUmpsc 
of undergraduate thougtit; It is an 
intellectual bond between student 
body and public; in" tola spirit It 
has beèïi successfully carried on in 
the past, onr as long as there are 
good speakers àt^ McCllil wUl con- 
tinue as such. But this business of 
ftinilshihg the : pluéllc with an 
evening's good ontory Is not 
enough. Nor is It enough that 
■most' of the speakers are 
drawn from one or two facul- 
ties, due mainly to the fact that
